ON SUN’S ECLIPSE 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (AP) 


as high as 150 miles obtained 
valuable scientific data during 
an eclipse of the sun in the 
South Pacific Sunday, the Navy 
announced last night.

The Navy said the rockets 
ched altitudes of 150, 148, 
142, 139 and 55 miles. The fir- 
igjgs were successful despite 
rain and severe thunder squalls, 
the Naval Research Laboratory 
reported to the Peatagon. The 
rockets were timed so measure- 
ments could be made high in 
the atmosphere during several 
phases of the eclipse. The 
rockets were equipped with de- 
tectors measuring X-rays and 
ultra violet radiation from the 
sun.

Rampolla. 

_ The conclave instead elected 
Giuseppe Sarto, patriarch of 
Venice, who chose the title of 
Pius X. His first action was to 
abolish the veto which had 
helped to make him Pope. Pius 
X was canonized—made a saint 
—by Pius XII in ry Bey» 

All cardinals and their assist- 
ants in the conclave are barred 
from indicating any form of 
veto by a civil authority, This 
bar extends to the mere ex- 
pression of a “desire” inti- 
}+mated by a country from which 
a cardinal comes. 

Asked Not to Speculate. 
The Vatican City newspaper 
Osservatore Romano asked 
newsihen not to speculate on 
thé -possibilities involved. 

“Have respect for what you 
are spéaking about and for 
yourselves,” the newspaper 
said. “Do not see a pool or a 
marsh where there is the sea.” 
It said‘it was an ‘intolerable 
insult” to speak of the new 
Pope "in terms of the “head 
‘or litical maneuverer of 
trends, of parties, of factions 
inside the parties.” 

But speculation on a new 
Pope has been rampant in 
Rome ever since Pius XII died. 
It was generally accepted that 
Cardinal Gregory Peter XV 
Agagianian, 63 years old,, pa- 
triarch of the Armenians, who 
represents a bridge between 
East and West, was the only 
non-Italian in the running. His 
age, between 60 and 70, is con- 
sidered ideal among the Cardi- 
nals who are reported to be 
not in favor of long pontifi- 
cates. 

This reported opinion is ex- 
pected to tell against Cardinal 
Giuseppe Siri of Genoa, who 
is only 52. the youngest cardi- 
nal in the sacred college. 

American Ruled Out. 

Most observers continued to 
rule out the possibility an 
American might be elected. 
They said such an appointment 
might help Communist prop- 
aganda which tries to link the 
Vatican with the United States 
State Department. Otherwise, 
they said, Cardinal Francis 
Spellman, archbishop of New 
York, probably would be high 
in the running. , 

Additional cardinals were ar- 
riving in Rome daily for the 
Oct. 25 conclave when they will 
begin the task of electing a 
Pope by secret ballot. Fifty- 
three of the 55 cardinals re- 
maining in the present college 
are expected to attend.

Dulles said flatly he has no 
plans whatsoever to urge Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek to 
cut dow his defense forces on 
Quemoy and Matsu. He said 
he assumed Secretary of De- 
fense Neil McElroy, now on 
Formosa, is talking to Chiang 
about increasing firepower end 
redeploying forces. 


Reds Show No Interest.

the coastal islands. 

In a statement opening his

Weights and Measures 


You ask why the United States 
does not abandon the English 
weight and measurement system. 
Well, there is an answer. 


1. Congress has power to fix 
the standard of weight and meas- 
ures (Constitution of the United 
States, Art. 1, sec. 8, par. 5). 


2. “It shall be lawful through- 
out the United States of America 
to employ the weights and meas- 
ures of the metric system .. .” 
(Revised Statutes of the United 
States, sec. 3569.) 

3. “... the office of weights and 
measures ... will in the future 
regard the international proto- 
type meter and kilogram as fun- 
damental standards, and the cus- 
tomary units, the yard and the 
pound, will be derived therefrom 
in accordance with the act of July 
28, 1866.” (Order approved by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, April 
5, 1893.) 

4. “The Postmaster General 
shall furnish to the post offices 
exchanging mails with foreign 
countries, and to such other of- 
fices as he may deem expedient, 
postal balances denominated in 
grams of the metric system, fif- 
teen (15) grams of which shall 
be the equivalent, for postal pur- 
poses, of one-half ounce avoirdu- 
pois, and so in progression.” (Re- 
vised Statutes of the United 
States, sec. 3880.)

Choices for St. Louis: I 


Re-entry Means Delay 


Re-entry of the City of St. Louis into St. 
Louis county is one of the four means by 
which the Metropolitan Freeholders may pro- 
pose adjustments in city-county governmental 
relationships as a step toward solution of 
area-wide problems. - | 

The others are (1) merger of city and 
county; (2) afinexation by the city of part 
of the county, and (3) creation of a metro- 
politan district to aperate certain specific 
services. We intend to discuss each of them 
in detail in future editorials. 


Return of the ‘city to the county it left 
more than 80 years ago is the essence of one 
of the five proposals now formally before the 
Freeholders, and an integral part of another. 
Freeholder H.M. Stolar has urged the board 
to prepare a plan based on re-entry alone; 
Freeholder Eugene H. Buder has recommend- 
ed re-entry in combination with the estab- 
lishment of a metropolitan district. 

The Stolar plan has elicited support from 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker of St. Louis; Mayor 
Henry J. Deeken of Olivette, president of the 
County League of Municipalities; H. Jackson 
Daniel, co-chairman of the citizens’ group 
that brought the Freeholder Board into being, 
and others, 

In general, proponents of this method are 
attracted to it because of what they consider 
its basic simplicity, the fact that it utilizes 
an existing vehicle of government—the coun- 
ty government—as a means toward their ends. 
No new government agencies would be cre- 
ated. They also see re-entry as having a re- 
freshing psychological impact throughout the 
whole area in that, with St. Louis and the 97 
county municipalities all partners in one coun- 
ty, ingrained rivalries might be minimized.

Proponents regard this method as hav- 
ing better than a fair chance of approval at 
the polls, in part at least because it would not 
disturb any of the existing municipal govern- 
ments. The fact that it also would permit 
consolidation and ultimate reform of the po- 
litically-dominated “county offices” in the 
city with the county offices in Clayton is 
looked on as an important byproduct. 

Granting the validity of all these argu- 
ments, still they cannot overcome one serious 
and, in our judgment, fatal drawback of this 
method. In itself, re-entry would not provide 
for solving any of the very metropolitan prob- 
lems that the Freeholders have been drafted 
to tackle. Not until the Missouri Vonstitution 
had been amended, to permit the new county 
to provide municipal services within its cities 
and towns, could those problems be ap- 
proached. But the Freeholders were ap- 
pointed to approach them now. 

Even if city and county voters were to ap- 
prove a re-entry plan, there is no certainty 
that the voters of the rest of the state later 


would grant the Constitutional authority to 


solve such area-wide problems as traffic, tran- 
sit and planning. 
. - 7 

Experience indicates that in fact a Consti- 
tutional amendment would be extremely dif- 
ficult to come by. In general, outstate Mis- 
souri has, historically voted down proposals 
of interest to the St, Louis area. Unless there 
is almost unanimous agreement in the city- 
county district, a majority sufficient to over- 
come outstate’s traditional hostility to this 
metropolitan area would be difficult to obtain. 

Re-entry in combination with the necessary 
Constitutional amendment, or re-entry.in com, 
bination with Freeholder Buder’s district plan 
would permit a start on area-wide problems. 
But the Constitutional amendment is an un- 
certainty, and there is a serious legal question 
whether the Freeholders can employ more 
than one of the methods in combination as 
Mr. Buder proposes. 

If re-entry were the only available means 
of tackling this problem, there would be no 
alternative for the Freeholders but to pro- 
pose it and hope for the best from outstate 
Missouri. Fortunately the Freeholders do 
have an alternative. 

They can make their choice from among 
the three other methods: merger, annexation, 
or creation of a.metropolitan district. Under 
any one of these options it is possible to draw 
a plan, complete in itself, for attacking those 
problems that are holding back progress in 
this area. This is why we believe the re-entry 
option should be rejected. 


A Needle for Science 


Sympathy and slight understanding we 
extend to Albert Lion, president of a large 
embroidery factory in Baltimore. Mr. Lion 
knows that man can send objects toward the 
moon, or far under the oceans, or translate 
Russian novels by electronic brains. But, 
he says, man cannot invent a machine to 
thread a needle. This remains an eye- 
straining. hand-chore, and a costly one. 
We don’t know what this proves, except that 
in needle-threading the hand is quicker than 
the machine. Technology can't embroider 
that. 


Where Democracy Is Adrift 

The present crisis in Pakistan, where Presi- 
dent Iskander Mirza has swept out all the 
semblances of democratic government and set 


up a military: dictatorship, can only be 
watched with foreboding. Mirza says the 
only alternative was chaos. Basy though 


it is to muster evidence to that effect, 
it is alarming when even creaking machinery 
of democracy has to be ruthlessly scrapped. 

It took nine years to set up this machinery. 
It was that long before Pakistan, carved out 
of India in 1947, got a constitution. Now it is 
annulled. No national elections have been 
held and those scheduled for February have 
been canceled. The Prime Minister, the cabi- 
net and the central and provincial assemblies 
have been dismissed. Political parties have 
been dissolved. Three former cabinet minis- 
ters, the leader of the leftwing Awami party 
and dozens of others were jailed. 

This Sandhurst-trained soldier who spent 
20 years fighting for the British has appointed 
Gen. Mohammed Ayub Khan, the army chief, 
as his second-in-command. Mirza has often in 
the past deplored the fact that about 80 per 
cent of his countrymen are illiterate and pov- 
erty stricken, citing their condition as one 
that makes it difficult to have democracy. 
Yet if he allowed these people to go to the 
polls in February, those they elected would 
be the first to bear the mandate of the people. 

What Mirza does is of particular interest to 
the United States since Pakistan is our mili- 


tary ally in SEATO and in the Western-spon- . 


sored Baghdad Pact. He has spoken of ending 
the black marketing and the food shortages, 
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land government, and if that 
stands firm in its demand for 
there is no room for negotia 
negotiation can only begin with some 
bility on both sides. 

Would the United States gain, for example, 
by offering a withdrawal from the offshore ' 
islands in return, if possible, for an agree- 
ment protecting the security of Formosa? 
Such an agreement would respect the r 
objectives of each side. It would reduce 
risk of war. It would be more profitable than 
the kind of brinkmanship which costs, us 
allies, and which permits Peiping to’ call the 
shots and even to appeal for a deal with the 
Chinese Nationalists. 

Official Washington is said to believe that 
the extended cease-fire means that the seven- 
week Quemoy crisis has ended. It has not 
ended; it has only been restored to the con- 
ditions which led to hostilities there. And the 
opportunities to negotiate which were 
neglected then ought to be grasped now. 


The Art of Departure 


That was a graceful thing former President 
Truman did at Detroit, when his departure 
was delayed two hours by a leak in his plane. 
A hundred persons had come to see him off, 
so he stepped briskly into the plane he knew 
wasn't going to fly, posed with the steward- 
esses for pictures, and 10 minutes later, after 
the crowd had gone home, went back into the 
terminal, ate dinner, and waited to depart on 
a flight two hours later. 

All of us know from experience how bother- 
some departures are when they don’t go off 
properly. Even with a minor relative or a 
casual friend it can be bad enough. One puts 
them aboard with a pang of regret that they 
must be going. The departing guest settles 
down inside and, when the vehicle continues 
for a long while to remain perfectly station- 
ary, smiles through the window at the host, 
or waves merrily, or pretends to be saying 
something for lip-reading. 

The moments pass with agonizing slowness. 
The smiles become set, the waves mechanical, 
and it’s a good thing nobody can read lips. 
If at this point the departing guest were actu- 
ally to get off and announce that there would 
be a slight wait for two hours, we would not 
want to be responsible for what might happen. 

When the departing guest is a celebrity, 


and large numbers are seeing him off, all. lif 


these considerations are multiplied. It would 
be a heck of a pass on both sides if Mr. Tru- 
man had to confess to 100 well-wishers that 
he wasn’t "Boing any place for two hours. 
His solution was both clever and courteous. 


Hail to the Chief 


President Eisenhower has reached his 
sixty-eighth birthday and congratulations are 
flooding into the White House from all over 
the country. It is a tribute in which every 
American may join whether or not he takes 
his pen in hand. Mr. Eisenhower has had 
three distressing illnesses in office, yet he 
has overcome them all and his birthday 
takes place in a week that began and will 
end with strenuous campaigning. Only three 
other Presidents have served in the White 
House at a more advanced age, all before 
the Civil War: Andrew Jackson, William 
Henry Harrison and James Buchanan. Mr. 
Eisenhower’s doctor will not allow him to 
eat sweets so in place of a birthday cake, 
we send him, figuratively that is, a hickory- 
smoked Missouri ham. Many happy returns

Honor for. Bishop Lichtenberger 


Twice in less than a year, outstanding hon- 
or and distinction have come to a St. Louis 
Protestant clergyman. The Episcopal Bishop 
of Missouri, the Rt. Rev. Arthur Carl Lich- 
tenberger has. just been elected presiding 
bishop of his church for the whole of the 
United States: He will succeed an easterner, 
the Rt. Rev. Henry Knox Sherrill, who was the 
Episcopal Bishop of Massachusetts at the 
time of his election as presiding bishop in 
1947. Last December, the Rev. Dr. Edwin 
T. Dahlberg; pastor of the Delmar Baptist 
Church, was elected president of the Na- 
tional Council of Churches in Christ, to 
succeed the Rev. Dr. Eugene Carson Blake, 
Philadelphia. Presbyterian. 

This election of Bishop Lichtenberger es- 
tablishes him as the chief administrative offi- 
cer aS well aS leader of the 3,000,000 Epis- 
copalians in this country and the principal 
representative in the United States of the 
40,000,000-member communion of Anglicans. 
Unfortunately this will require him to leave 
St. Louis. He takes office as presiding bishop 
Nov. 15 and within the next six months will 
move east to direct the New York national 
office and probably to reside in Connecticut. 

St. Louis has been fortunate in its Episco- . 
pal bishops. The Rt. Rev. Daniel Sylvester 
Tuttle, the famous “Bishop Dan,” who had 
labored in the rocky vineyard of the North- 
west, came to St. Louis in 1886 and served 


here until his death in 1923. The last 20. 


years of his tenure here the 
archial-looking Bishop Tuttle was’ 
bishop through seniority. The new presiding 
bishop, who ee ae ot ee 
rather than seniority, succeeded the Rt. L 
William Scarlett, a devoted community leader 
and humanitarian, six years ago. St. Louis 
may hope for someone who will assist notably 
in community endeavors as Bishop Lichten- 
berger’s successor in the diocesan headquar- 
ters adjoining Christ Church Cathedral.

Outmoded Justice-of-Peace System, Fee Practice Evils, Coming Before Illinois Voters

Almost every American at some 
time or another finds himsélf in the 
court of a justice of the peace, per- 
haps for a minor violation of traffic 
regulations or perhaps for a more 
serious offense. But very few of the 
millions of persons who face a jus- 
tice of the peace know that in some 
states their “judge” may be a man 
who: 

Never opened a lawbook in his 
e; 

Receives no salary, but collects 
fees (sometimes more than $2000 a 
month) from persons he finds guilty; 

Can legally hold “court” any-

Thus, 
the justice of the peace can count 
on collecting a minimum of five dol- 
lars and an av ‘fee somewhat 
higher—if he ds the defendant 
guilty and assesses Aim for court 
costs. cna 

The law provides that if the de- 
fendant is found sot , the fees 
shall be paid by. the plaintiff in civil 
cases, such as or by the 
county in ¢rimiriel. cases, such as 
traffic violations, But, in practice, 
about thirty counties — including 
Cook county,.if which Chicago is 
located—simply refuse to pay such 
fees, and the justices make no at- 
tempt to collect them. The same is 
true in many Civil cases. As a re- 
sult, the justice’s income depends 
largely on finding a preponderant 
number of defendants guilty. 

Because proof is hard to come by, 
nobody in Illinois ‘has a very good 
idea of how widespread is the prac- 
tice of kickbacks or of cohtributions 
to police funds or of presenting gifts 
to arresting officers, But a former 
justice of the peace at-O’Fallon told 
a special joint eommittee of the les- 
islature that he knew “quite a few" 
justices around t St. Louis who 
“fine out-of-towners rather heavily 
and then split the fees with the con- 
Stables.” —

It 
will no doubt be even worse 
news in 1960, barring the small 
though real possibility that the 
Democrats might decide they 
could not usefully compete all 
the way with Richard M. Nix- 
on, the probable Republican 
presidential nominee, for the 
massive Negro voting bloc on 
the civil rights issue. 

Johnson had a heart attack 
in 1955, and though there has 
been no recurrence, this is a 
political liability. Perhaps 
worst of all, as a Texan he 
is identified by many with fat 
oil and gas “barons” and all 
that. Finally, there is a gen- 
uine continuing doubt that he 
would “go” for the nomination 
anyhow. 


Party’s Ablest Politician. 


All the same, he is the most 
powerful single man in the 


Democratic party today — as | 


well as its ablest politician, 
measured on actual perform- 
ance. Such facts do not neces- 
sarily enchant political con- 
ventions: but they never do 
a man any harm and some- 
times they do him some good. 

Kennedy, too, has certain in- 
herent liabilities, There is his 
religion — both parties have 
been afraid to nominate a Ro-

He is, in fact, the 
principal reason why the first 
civil rights bill in eight dec- 
ades got through the Senate 
in 1957, unsatisfactory. though 
it was to the all-out civil rights 
advocates.’

Clogged Drain 
By Hubbard Cobb 


WHEN A DRAIN starts to act 
sluggish you might just as well 
get to work and clean it out be- 
cause in time it will become 
completely clogged. If you 
catch it early enough the stop- 
page can often be cleared with 
a rubber plunger called a 
“plumber’s friend.” Put enough 
water in the fixture so that 
there will be a water seal 
around the edges of the 
plunger. If there is an over- 
flow drain on the fixture, this 


’ should be -plugged up with a 


damp cloth. The action of the 
plunger creates alternating 
pressure and suction which 


often is sufficient to pull out |> 


the obstruction or push it along 
so that it becomes free and can 


be flushed fhrough the line |~ 


with water. 


When the plunger fails to

Fortier and the seller agreed 
on a price of $2500 per kilo- 
gram, and it was arranged that 
the heroin would be delivered 
to Fortier the next time the 
vessel made port in Miami. 

Fortier waited three months. 
Then on July 20, the sticky 
Saturday afternoon, his _ in- 
formant brought him word that 
the Marseille was in port again 
and that the vessel’s first lieu- 
tenant wanted to see him. 

“He claims he’s in charge of 
all narcotics activities on the 
ship,” Fortier was told. “He 
says he wants to ask you some 
questions and he says you'd 
better have the right answers.” 

Fortier answered the sum- 
mons, but only after taking pre- 
cautions. As he walked up the 
gangplank of the Marseille, 
Customs Agents J. E. Wallace 
and’William B. Lankford were 
standing by in a waterfront 
bar. Their instructions were 
to give Fortier two hours and 
then come looking for him. 

In the first lieutenant’s cabin, 
Fortier was introduced to an 
officer, dapper in a white uni- 
form with gold epaulets bear- 
ing two stripes.

After the introductions, Bruz- 
zoni would leave the partner 
with the seller and return to 
Fortier, who would have in his 
pocket $16,000 to pay for four 
kilos at $4000 a kilo. Fortier 
would show the money . to 
Bruzzoni and let him count it. 


Fortier’s partner, meanwhile, 
would be testing the narcotics. 
Then the seller and Fortier’s 
partner would join Fortier and 
Bruzzoni ashore and consum- 
mate the deal. 


Fortier left Bruzzoni and re- 
turned to his office, only to 
discover complications. Super- 
vising Agent C. E. Wyatt had 
been scraping up money every- 
where—from offices as far 
away as Laredo, Tex., and Los 
Angeles—but all he _ could 
raise was $14,000. That had to 
be enough, and Fortier stuck it 
in his pocket. 

Shortly before H-hour, For- 
tier picked up his “partner” in 
a Miami bar. He was Salvatore 
Vizzini, an agent for the Bu- 
reau of Narcotics, borrowed for 
the occasion. Vizzini spoke 
Italian fluently and would be 
introduced as a dope-pusher 
from Chicago. 

At the wharf, promptly at 
6:45, Fortier and  Vizzini 
parted. Vizzini proceeded up 
the-<-<ngplank, where’ he met 
Bruzzoni, who took him below 
decks to his cabin. Another 
Italian was there; he was in- 
troduced to Vizzini as Jean 
Baptiste Pompa, the seller. 

Pompa immediately tossed 
a flood of Italian at Vizzini, 
and the agent returned it in 
kind, sprinkling the flow with 
authentic ‘references to the 
dope racket.

NEW YORK, Oct. 14. | 
IT WAS INTERESTING to readin extending the cease- 


fire truce in the Formosa strait area the Peiping Govern- 


ment has made an 


appeal to the Nationalist rulers on For- 


mosa to turn against the United States and to negotiate a 


peace with Communist China. 


This seems ironic because there should be no question 
whatsoever of the United States impeding in any way ne- 
gotiations between the two Chinese governments. Of course, 
the Communist Chinese say that while they consider the 
majority of the Chinese on Formosa and on the other near- 
by island’ are patriotic, still they feel that there are a few 
“traitors,” and that those probably are among the ruling 


groups. 


If, by negotiation, anything in the way of a 

* peaceful settlement can be affected in this Far 
Eastern situation, I hope the United States will do 
all it can te promote such conversations. The loss 
of life on Quemoy and Matsu has already been 
serious and we certainly want to find peaceful so- 


lutions as quickly as possible. 


It is always encouraging to know that registration of 
voters is on the rise, for this reflects an interest of the 
people in whom shall run their government. In this respect 
I have just read that in New York City registration is up 


somewhat over the 1954 figure. 


In spite of this rise in New York, however, I believe 


the degree of real interest in this year’s New York state |.

lowed 119 north a few -miles, 
then turned east on county E 
and south on K through the 
tiny villages of Darien and 
Jadwin. All country south- 
west of Salem is upland prairie 
and grazing land of sorts, al- 
oar the post oak growing 
in the woodlets is an accur- 
ate gauge to the quality of the 
land. Not even pine grows here 
and the soil. must be deeper 
and more minerally rich for 
scarlet oak and, on the better 
north slopes, white oak, But all 
the timber in this upper Cur- 
rent River country has been 
badly hurt by a century of 
over-grazing and the burning 
that always accompanies this 
practice. 


DESPITE THIS, the road we 
took becomes more and more 
spectacular as it leaves the 
flat upland and drops into the 
river hills, It strikes the Cur- 
rent near Welch Spring and 
rides a high ridge above the 
river that presents one sweep- 
ing vista after another, finally 
slanting steeply to the village 
of Akers where the Maggards 
operate a store and a small 
ferry on the road that runs 
to Hartshorn, After leaving 
Akers our route followed Glad- 
den Valley, and Wolf Hollow 
to Rector P.O. and out E to 
Highway 19. 


In a week as the color 
reaches its height this 
stretch of road from Mon- 
tauk to Akers to Highway 
19 will be one of the real 
beauty spots of the state. 


We drove down 19 to Spen- 
cer’s sawmill on Current River 
for a movie sequence we need- 
ed; then stopped to chat with 
Waltér Carr, whose brother is 
developing, in Courthouse Hol- 

south of the river, one of 
the first “retirement home” 
projects in the eastern Ozarks. 
But it was a long distance to 


Loggers Lake where we wanted | 


to eat lunch, 80 we were soon 
away up 19 again, turning east 
on county A and then to the 
right on another county road 
that firops down across Barren 
Fork and Sinkin. This is one 
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of those roads where you “just 
take the left fork, then two 
rights, climb a hill, cross 
through a gap and go over two 
low-water bridges, then — but 
heck, you can’t get lost if you 
stay on it.” 

We stopped on Barren, how- 
ever, to get directions and bor- 
row some matches and thus 
made the acquaintance of the 
Bill Eudys, who recognized our 
beard. They live in St. Louis 
but were raised hereabouts and 
have been coming back to their 
farm for weekends since 1940. 
After crossing the ridge to 
Sinkin we passed the gate to 
St. Louis architect George 
Hellmuth’s farm but didn’t stop 
as the Eudys had said he'd 
gone home to the city. Their 
directions proved accurate, 
though I'd swear there were 
two more forks and a couple 
of extra “Y's”, but eventually 
we dropped down the long hill 
to Loggers Lake. 


Sadly we found it drained 
almost dry and less attractive 
than it should be; yet this is 
a beautiful spot with picnic 
and camp grounds well- 
maintained by the Forest 
Service. There should be a 
hundred such lakes in the 
Missouri National Forest for 
the recreation of our people. 


FROM LOGGERS TO HOME, 
our course was still devious, 
for we followed the woods 
trails across the West Fork 
of Black river and up Bills 
creek, The whole day provided, 
more than anything, a wonder- 
ful lesson in forestry and land 
use practices. The best timber 
growth we saw was inside Mon- 
tauk Park where grazing has 
been excluded and there have 
been no bad fires for many 
years. Here the mature trees, 
growing stock, reproduction of 


seedlings and the understory 
of shrubs and grasses is re- 
markably good. The worst tim- 
ber conditions we saw are on 
the badly over-cut, intensively 
grazed slopes along the head 
of Current river. In the Na- 
tional Forest and on some large 
tracts such as those of the 
Pioneer Forest, grazing is 
managed or is at least not as 
heavy, and conditions here are 
correspondingly better. This 
day spent in the forest con- 
vinced us more than ever that 
here lies the future for the 
Ozarks and for the Ozark peo- 
ple. If we foster good forest 
management it will not be long 
until the harvest is such that 


timber-using industries will 
come here and prosper in do- 
ing so. This will mean vastly 


more employment than exists 
in the region today—and with 
it, better homes and schools 
and services and all the things 
that go with increasing pros- 
perity. 

All this and more will be 
the theme of the first Missouri 
Forest Resource Conference 
which is being held Oct. 18 
at the University of Missouri, 
Timber products, water, wild- 
life, industry, recreation, peo- 
ple—all will be discussed by 
a distinguished group of speak- 
ers including Gov. James T. 
Blair, Senator Stuart Syming- 
ton, Regional Forester Greeley, 
watershed expert Bernard 
Frank, Bill Towell of the Con- 
servation Commission, Jim 
Idol of Resources and Develop- 
ment and others. The day 
marks a big forward step in 
Missouri forestry and we are 
looking forward to participat- 
ing in it.
